ATTORNEY GENERAL DAUGHERTY MUST BE BACKED 
TO THE HILT. 


Administration policy with reference to the attacks on Harry 
M. Daugherty, Attorney General, is being discussed over the week­ 
end at a Presidential council-of-war aboard the Mayflower. 
President Harding was accompanied during his cruise in 
Chesapeake Bay by the 3 men often described as those on whose 
advice he would chiefly depend in a grave political emergency. 
They include Mr. Daugnerty himself; John W. Weeks, Secretary 
of War, and Senator Harr} £>. New, of Indiana. A fourth member 
of the Mayflower party is Albert D. Lasker, chairman of the 
United States Shipping Board, in whose judgment the President 
reposes high confidence. 
No one in Washington believes that, barring wholly unfore­ 
seen developments, Mr. Harding would consent to the Attorney 
General’s departure from the Cabinet. If Mr. Daugherty were to 
tender his resignation, on the possible ground of wishing to save 
the Administration from “embarrassment,’' it is 
certain 
the 
President would do his utmost to dissuade himf from insisting 
upon it. 
Between no two men in American public life during contem­ 
porary times have ties of greater affection existed. 
Only the 
friendship of William McKinley for Mark Han aa is comparable 
to them. Mr. Daugherty, as much as any one man can do such 
a thing, “made” Warren G. Harding politically. The one claims 
it the other concedes it. 


Apart from their comradeship, the political equation enters 


into the situation with which President Harding now is dealing. 
He is required to consiciur the exigencies of the Daugherty case 
from the standpoint of the Republican Party. 
Many G. 0. P. 


leaders are ready to advise that it would be the height of bad 
strategy for Mr. Daugherty to resign or to be allowed to resign. 
while under fire, which his friends ascribe mainly to Democratic! 
partisan machination. 
If the President’s Mayflower councelors say to him what 


other Republican spokesmen are saying, they will tell him the 
only sagacious course is for Mr. Daugherty to proceed full-steam- 
ahead with the war profiteer prosecution. There will have to be, 
they* say, equally unremitting pressure in the conduct of the Fed­ 
eral case against Charles W. Morse and his associates. 


There are authorities in Washington who suggest that not 


only Democratic partisans, but Morse and his friends, are build­ 
ing the back-fire behind the Attorney General. For all of those 
reasons, Republicans declare, the policy of the Harding Adminis­ 
tration is clear, and without an alternative. The Attorney Gen­ 
eral must be backed to the hilt in the litigation he has initiated.
